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CITY AGREES 
TO PAY HALE 
ON VIADUCT 


Cily Accepls the Proposal af 


the Three Railroads on Peters 
Street Viaduct 


RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED 
AT YESTERDAY'S MEETING 


City Engineer Clayton Has Been IAf- 
structed To. Confer with Chief 
Engineers of the Railroads 
and To Prepare Plans 
and Specifications. 
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The Peters street viaduct is now as- 
gured. 

Council, during a called meeting yes- 
terday afterno@n, accepted the proposal 


.of the Ssuthern, Centra’ of Georgia and 


‘Atianta and West Point railrcads to con- 
tribute $35,000 of the cost of the bridge. 
The al€ermanic board immediately after- 
wards concurred in the action of council, 
while’ Mayor Mims, in a special communi- 
cation to council, intimated that he 
would approve the agreement as soon as 
it reached him. 

It was announced that, while the roads 
estimated that the viaduct would cost 
$70,000, and they were wilting to pay hatf 
the cost, they also stood ready, in the 
event the structure showld cost more than 
that sum, to pay their share of the ex- 
cets. City Engineer Cléyton had esti- 
mated that the viaduct would cost about 
$75, 000. 

The following resoluticn by Alderman 
James G. Woodward, chairman of the 
Peters street viaduct commicsion, was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved by the mayor and general council, 
That the proposition of the Southern, Central 
of Goorria and the Atlanta and West Point 
railroads as regards the building of the Peters 
street viaduct, hereto attached, be and the 
same is hereby accepted, and the city engineer 
jie instructed to confer with the chief enginee"s 
of the different railroads and prepare plans 
end specifications for the viaduct. 

Resolved. seco..d, .That the city engineer is. 
further instructed to advertise’:for bids for 
the constriction of said viaduct. The bids to 
be received and opened at the first meeting 

the genera] council in April next. The cost 
of said advertising, not to exceed $50, to be 
taken from the appropriation to bridges, 

Matter Was Discussed. 

The resolution was not adopted with- 

out discussion, for several members ex- 
pressed themselves as of the belief that 
possibly a better deal could be made with 
the railroads whereby they would pay for 
the greater part of the work. The mem- 
bers of the viaduct commission explained 
that they had done the best thing possi- 
ble for the city and considemed the agree- 
ment a capital one from a business view- 
point. 
’ Some weeks ago council adopted a reso- 
lution putting the movement for a via- 
duct over the Peters street crossing in 
motion. The resolution stipulated fhat 
$25,000 of the $50,000 to be received from 
the street railways when they. consoli- 
dated be set aside as the city’s, share of 
the cost of the work of erecting the 
bridge. According to the present agree- 
ment the city’s share would be $35,000, and 
it is expected that the additional $10,000 
or $12,500 will be taken from the amount 
received next February from the gross 
receipt tax on the cortsolidated public 
utility corporations. 

A* the request of Alderman Woodward 
end Captain E. P. Howell, councilman 
from the seventh ward, and a member 
of the special Vfatuct commission, Mayor 
Mims issued a call for the special ses- 
sion of council. The aldermantc board 
was scheduled to meet at 3 o'clock Qur- 
ing the afternoon, and a short session of 
that body was held before council met. 
This was a mere formality. P 

It was 3:15 when Mayor Pro Tem. John- 
son called the general councfi to order. 
The call for the meeting was read and 
also the communication from the mayor 
in which he announced his Mearty sym- 
pathy in the movement IooKing to the 
erection of a handsome structure ‘over 
the Peters. street crossing. Alderman 
Woodward then explained what action 
his commission had taken regarding the 
matter. He told of the conference with 
the representatives of the several rail- 
roads and of their agreement to cooperate 
with the city ijn building the bridge. He 
then submitted the proposal signed by 
President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern; Chairman J. F. Hanson, of the board 


_ of directors of the Central, and President 
#.nd General Manager Charles A, Wicker- 


eham, of the Atlanta and West Point. 
He declared that, while it was not in- 
ecrporated in the agreement which the 


20ads had signed, yet, it was understood 


by every member of. the council commis- 
sion that the railyoads would take care 
of one-half of apy excess of $70,000 which 
might be reqatred to build the viaduct. 
Before action was taken Councilman Key 
~*thember cf the commission, had a few 
words to say. He stated he had not signed 
the paper because he did not think the 
proposal was a8 large @ one as might 
ave been secured from the railroads. He 
thought the roads could be induced to 
build the bridge with but small cost to 
the city. 
“If council wants this, however,”’ said 
he, “I am with the majority, but ff you 
yant to get more, then I am also with 
you on such a plan. I want to see that 
viaduct built and I will not stand in the 
way of getting it.” 
Mr. Woodward said the roads had 
‘phown a disposition to cooperate, with the 
city, and he thought the city could not 
get a better proposal than the one which 


had been submitted. Councilman Warren

Mob Charged Batteries at Close 
Range— Trouble Spreading Over 
Spain—Martial Law for 
All the King- 


London, February 20.—A message to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company from 
Barcelona, via Perpignan, France, says a 
fierce battle has been fought between the 
troops and the rioters in the suburbs of 
Barcelora known as Sano. Before the en- 
gagement the cavalry and irtantry had 
been posted at the mcst dangerous points 
and a field battery had been located on 
the plaza, from whcih vantage point the 
guns could sweep the surrounding streets. 

When the final clash with tho troops 
occurred, ccntinues the dispatch, the ar- 
tillery was brought :nto action and raked 
street after street. The rioters engaged 
the batteries at close range, but. were 
fimally driven off. It is coe that 500 
persons were killed and wounded on both 
sides. The entire neighborhood was 
wrecked by the shells. The ruins caught 
fire and this completed the destruction. 

Further fighting is reported at Mataro, 
15 miles from Barcelona, where a quantity 
of arms havo,ybeen discovered. Fighting 
is also reported at Tcrtosa and Tarra- 
gona, respectively 150 miles southwest of 
Barcelona. 


WORKMEN ARE MURDERED 
TO KEEP THEM FROM WORK 

Barcelona, February 20.—The . strikers 
today murdered three workmen who wish- 
ed to resume work. ‘The proprietor of a 
bakery, who raised the price of bread, 
was also killed. 

It is hourly becoming apparent that 
anarchists are the prime movers in the 
incipient revolution. The markets are 
without provisions and the strikers are 
preventing the slaughter of animals. 

Additional reinforcements of troops are 
arriving here. 

A mob stormed the er=aggal at Sabadell, 
rot far from Barcelona, and secured forty 
rifles," but they were subsequently re- 
covered by the troops. ; 

Most of the ships in this harbor hav 
been forced to leave without discharging 
their cargoes. 

Incendiary posters have appeared herr, 
which threaten the orcerly classes -with 
terrifle’ reprisals, saying that dynamite 
will be used to offset the Mausers of the 
troops. 

The strikers are locting numerous shops 
end private houses, 

The best known anarchists have 
disappeared and the authorities are hunt- 
ing for them. 

The railroad officials have announced 
the suspension of service on the lines ow- 
ing to the attacks which the rioters have 
made on the trains.

TO DECREE MARTIAL LAW 
OVER THE ENTIRE KINGDOM 

Madrid, February 20.—Premier Sagasta 
is preparing a decree establishing martial 
law throughout Spain. The signature 
of the decree, it is believed, will be fol- 
lowed by an extreme national crisis. 

It was persistenfly said when the cham- 
ber of deputies closed this afternoon: that 
the minister of war, General Weyler, 
had a long conference with the queen 
regent yesterday followed by a conference 
with the military authorities today, 

Afterwards, it is asserted, arms and bali 
cartridges were served out to the troops 
in Madrid, who are in readiness to start 
at a moment's notice. 

In the chamber of deputies today the 
minister of the interior, Senor Gonzales, 
replying to an interpellation on the Bar- 
celona riots, accepted full responsibility 
therefor, but asked for the adjournment 
of the discussion. Romero Robledo said 
the government did not have enough guns 
and rifles to suppress a social revolution 
if one broke out everywhere. Senor Ro- 
bledo denounced the censorship over tel- 
egraphic news from Barcelona. 

In the senate today General Weyler, 
the minister of war, said while the sit- 
uation at Barcelona has not yet improved 
it had not grown worse. He said the 
street car service there wags partially 
in operation and that the bakeries and 
groceries were open in spite of the strike. 
There had been no disturbagces at Sara- 
gossa and Rets. At Castellon de Plana 
the war minister said the gendarmes, 
had dispersed groups of strikers and that 
if it became necessary he would call out 
the first reserves. 

NO LET-UP IN FIGHTING 
IN THE RIOT-RIDDEN CITY 

According to telegrams received here 
late tonight from Barcelona the street 
fighting there continues. The heavy rain 
which fell during the day helped to dis- 
perse the rioters and the authorities are 
taking severe measures. 

A proclamation has beeq issued order- 
ing all private individuals to surrender 
any weapons they may possess, under 
pain of severe penalties. The sale of 
arms has also been prohibited. 

Forty workmens' associations have 
been dissolved and the members of their 
committees arrested. The dwellings of 
the strike leaders and of anarchists are 
being registered and put under guard. 

The battle »’ Pelayo has been or- 
dered to Barcelona. 

The military engineers has assumed 
control of .the street car service, a few 
cars, half filled with soldiers, are run- 
ning. 
be protected by police. No ictters have 
been delivered in Barcelona in-three days, 
and in some distant parts of the town 
business is comr'etely paralyzed. 

A vitched battle oc#rred in the out- 
skirts of the city between the strikers 
and the military escort attached to sev- 
eral wagons that were bringing in pro- 
‘isions.

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The strike movement has begun to 
spread seriously. At Castellon de la Plana, 
taking adventage of the night and of the

fire’ to two factories with the aid of 
petroleum. The factories were’ burned. 
At a workman’s rveeting held at Castel- 
kn dela Plana a general strike was voted. 

At Saragossa most of the factories have 
already closed on the demands of the 
vorkmen, and the strikers are bringing 
pressure to bear to compel the factories 
still remaining open to close their doors, 
The captain general of Saragossa has 
wired for reinforcements. 

A strike commenced at Valencia, but 
Cwing to the refusal of the dock laborers 
to participate, it did not become general. 

Martial law, it is learned late tonight, 
has been prcclaimed at Manresa (ab put 
30 miles northwes: of Barcelona) and at 
Saragossa. At the latter place the troops 
have occupied a strategetic position in 
cider to check the disturbances. 

Official telegrams received here d scribe 
a slight improvement in the situation at 
Barcelona, and ocfficials tonight seem 
more hopeful. 


CENSOR CONTROLS NEWS 
SENT OUT OF BARCELONIA 
Owing to the strict censorship over 
news from Barcelona, it is difficult to 


. ascertain the real state of affairs there. 


It is quite cirtain, however, that all the 
efforts of the authorities to persuade the 
labor ieade into a conciliatory attitude 
have :o far failed, and the extension of 
the strike mcvement is more likely than 
its restricticn. 

In addition to the labor movement, the 
ever-present Catalan home rule agitation 
is likely to ,rove a serious factor in the 
situation. One hopeful sign is the fact 
that almost alone among the. ministers 
end the governing authorities, Genera! 
Weyler is in sympathy. with the Cata- 
lonian demands, and is inclined to study 
their grievances. He has held military 
commands in Catalonia, speaks the Cata- 
lan language and thoroughly understands 
that situation. .

The principal meeting was held at 
Ticiro .rd Panol, and was attended by 
6,000 perscns. Tercta Claramunt, the no- 
torious Agitator Bonfuila and other 
anarchists made viclent speeches at this 
meeting in favor of a general strike. 
This idea was instantly adopted, and the 
intervention of the government agents, 
who always attend such meetings, was 
cpenly spurned.

Washington, February 20.—Now that the 
Schley matter has been settled officially, 
it is understood that Secretary Long 
feels that he is at liberty to carry out 
the project cherished by him in the last 
year of President McKinley’s administra- 
tion, to retire to private life. However, 
this is not expected to ensue at once, for 
there is no certain knowledge of what 
may follow in congress, notwithstanding 
a strong telief by the administration that 
the case is settled beyond revival, There- 
fore, it is understood that the change 
in the cabinet circle will not take place 
before the adjournment of the present 
session of congress, and perhaps not until 
next autumn, 

Members of the Maryland delegation in 
congress were in consultation today re- 
garding the latest phase of the Schley 
case, but reached no conclusion as to 
whether any move will be made or can 
be .made. 

What Long Says. 

Secretary Long, referring to the presi- 
dent’s statement upon the appealof Ad- 
miral Schley, today said: 

“IT have no» comment to make on the 
president's ruling upon the appeal of Ad- 
miral Schley, except to express my ap- 
preciation.of its thorough, conscientious, 
straightforward character. It is, of 
course, gratifying that the navy depart- 
ment is sustained. The decision will be 
read as no other document would be, and 
I believe will direct public opiniow and 
tend to close the whole matter.”’ 

Secretary Long has received the follow- 
ing personal note from the white house, 
announcing the president’s action in the 
case of Admiral Schley: 

“White House, Washington, February 
19, 1902.—My Dear Sir: The president re- 
quests me to state that, after a full and 
most careful consideration of the appeal 
of Admiral Schley and of the answer sub- 
mitted thereto by the navy department 
through you, he has made the inclosed 
memorandum of the case, which he di- 
rects be filed therewith, and the case 
treated as closed.

Jones Says Rice Broke

New York, February 20.—A very dra- 
matic point in the trial of Lawyer Albert 


T. Patrick for the murder of the Texas 


milionaire, W. M. Rice, was reached this 
afternoon. Charles F. Jones, the valet, 
had been relating the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the somewhat sudden death of 
Mr. Rice in September. Then, plunging 
at once into the details he held the at- 
tention of his audience to the end of his 
recital. Freed of minor points, his story 
tollows: 

In August Patrick grew impatient. Mr. 
Rice, though an invalid, was living too 
long to suit the lawyer’s purpose. Pat- 
rick said he would come to the house and 
kill him himself if necessary. He suggest- 
ed chloroform and Jones said he would 
get some. The idea of chloroform as a 
means was suggested by 2 magazine ar- 
ticle. It was determined on after Jon?2s 
talked with a physician who said a per- 
scn whose heart was affected, as was Mr. 
Rice’s, could be most easily killed with it 
ard that little trace of the drug would be 
left. Jones got a 2-ounce vial of it by 
writing to his brother in Texas. 

Jones then branched off into the alleged 
pian adopted to weaken the already sick 
cld man. This was by giving him mer. 
cury and iron pilis. The pills brought on 
debilitating diarrhea. The unwittingly 
a friend brought Mr. Rice a present of 
bananas. Of these the old man ate nine. 
The fruit made him exceedingly ill and 
yet the weakening doses of mercury were 
kept up. By Saturday, being about the 
eighth day “of the last illress, Mr. Rice 
became delirious. This testimony brought 
the cvents up to Sunday, the day of 
death, and the witness had said that dur- 
ing these ten days of illnes he had kept 
Patrick informed of the details personally 
ard. by “phone. , 

Quick Murder Decided Upon. 

Rice’s quick death, declared the witness, 
was decided upon at a conference be- 
tween. Patrick and Jones, held Saturday 
night. Jones nad told the lawyer of the 
arrival cf 4 dtaft for $25,000. Patrick told 
him it was time to apply the chloroform, 
‘now that the draft had come and Captain 
Baker was coming, or they would los? 
all. Jones agreed. 

Jones here told his, story of the actual 
killing. He made a cone of a towel, in 
the smail end of which was a chloroform- 
soaked sponge. Creeping into the room 
where Mr. Rice lay sleeping, he quickly 
covered the sleeper’s face with the large 
end of the cone. Jones rushed out of the 
room. In half an hour he came back. He 
removed the cone. Mr. Rice was’ dead.

TAFT AND LONG DIFFER 
IN REGARD TQ QUESTION 


Which Represents Policy of the Ad- 
ministration?’—Republicans Un- 
doubtedly Indorse Taft’s 
Policy of Indefinite 
Retention.

Washington, February 2%.—(Special.)— 
The announcement of Governor Taft that 
in his opinion this government should 
declare its policy toward the Philip- 
pines to be that of “indefinite retention,” 
with promises of quasi independence, 
has served fo bring into prominence once 
more the problem of the ultimate fate 
of the islands—a problem which, it seems, 
will not down. While the administration 
bill for government of *the islands, intro- 
duced by Senator Lodge, carefully avoids 
anything that can be construed into 
declaration of policy for the future, it 
being only temporary in its nature, there 
is every reason to believe that before 
congress brings its present session to an 
end there will be some definite outlining 
of policy. Republican leaders still hope 
to avoid this, but just now it looks as 
if the lines on the “Philippine question” 
must necessarily be clearly drawn, even 
if the ideas of the dominant party are 
not given definite expression in legisla- 
tion. 

Approve Taft’s Views. 

There can be no question that Governor 
Taft's yvyiews on the question meet the 
approval 
republicans in congress, and that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt agrees with them, even in 
the face of the rather remarkable declar- 
ation of his secretary of the navy that 
“the question of their political status 
will be for the people of those Islands 
themselves to decide.”’ 

‘This utterance of Secretary Long, in 
his Massachusetts speech, which has at- 
tracted so much attention, is variously 
construed. Some of his republican crit- 
ics seem disposed to belleve that it pre- 
sages his lining up with Senator Hoar 
and other New England opponents of 
just as soon as 
he gets out of the cabinet, which it is ex- 
pected will be shortly after the presi« 
dent’s decision on the Schley case, 
Others construe his words as simply an 
evasion for the purpose of covering up 
with words the republican programme, 


However that may be, his utterance 
seems to indicate some division in thé 
president's own household, for it ig 


known that the other cabinet members, 
to a man, indorse the sentiments of Goy- 
ernor Taft, although all do not agree 
with him that it would be wise to de- 
clare the administration policy at thig 
time, 


The Real Differences. 

If Secretary Long's utterance wag 
meant as a sort of biind to cover up the 
real programme of the administration and 
of the great majority of the republican 
party, it can hardly serve its purpose, 
for when the issue once reaches the point 
of final decision it r@ust be found that 
the real differences are those between: 


Permanent retention, which Gov- 
ernor Taft advocates and the repub- 
licans indorse. 

Ultimate independence, to be 
granted at some time in the future 
which conditions warrant, whic]. is 
the plan of the majority of de no- 


crats. 

Meetinis which is asked fqi by 
the Filipinos, if the federal Pi ity 
can be regarded as speaking for the 
people of the islands. 


Of these three, the last can be prompt- 
ly diposed of, so far as the action of this 
congress or any other in the next fifty 
years is concerned. No man in congress 
and no political party indorses that pro- 
gramme, The number of persons in the 
United States who would advocate this 
federal party plan of admitting the Is- 
lands now, or at any time during the 
lives of men now in pwblic life, into the 
full privileges of statehood, could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 

If the Filipinos were themselves quali- 
fied in every way for full citizenship, if 
they had undergone centuries of training 
in the school of American civilization, if 
they were white men and Anglo-Saxons 
instead of brown men and Malays—even 
if all these things were true, the. fact 
that admission to statehood would make 
possible the invasion of hordes of penury- 
waged laboring men to compete with 
home labor would effectually bar the 
door to statehood. 

The public man who would advocate 
immediate statehood for the Philippines 
would dig his political grave. It can 
hardly be reckoned among the possibill- 
ties, moreover, that any public man or 
party would at this day go on record in 
favor of statehood for,-the Phiippines, 
even if the consummation of the prom- 
ise were fixed at half a century in the 
future. Political parties not infrequent- 
ly make promises which they do not ex- 
pect to keep, but such a promise would 
carry its insincerity so glaringly on its 
face that it could not be expected to 
draw a corporal’s guard of support. 

The Real Dividing Line. 

Statehood being out of it, as it must 
be, the lines of demarkation must be 
between the principles set forth in the 
other two propositions. There must tbe 
either permanent retention or future in- 
dependence. And it is between the two 
that the alignment on the “Philippine 
question” must be made, if the Philip- 
pine question is to figure in the politics 
of the next two campaigns—which now 
seems inevitable. 

The great majority of the republicans 
indorse not only the permanent retention 
programme of Governor Taft, but the 
other features of his programme, which 
include the greatest possible measure of 
local self-government for the people’ of

Extremists Who Hurt. 

The great majority of the democrats 
are not “for the Filipino,” as Senator 
Tillman declared himself. The great ma- 
jority of democrats are inspired solely by 
consideration of what they regard the 
welfare of the United States and of the 
American people. Nor are there any 
considerable number of democrats in pub- 
fic life who agree with Senator Money 
that the proper thing is ‘‘to let them go 
to the devil.’ 

The utterances of thege extremists Is 
responsible for the popular belief that the 
Gemocrats in congress advocate ‘‘scut- 
tling’’ from the Philippines in a way that 
woutad bring nationa: disgrace. 

Just ag the majority of the republicans 
advocate all of the beneficent principles 
of Governor Taft’s programme, so do the 
majority of .we democrats oppose taking 
a position that involves national disgrace. 
‘*Ultimate’’ independence does not mean 
evacuation today or tomorrow. 

‘The democratic programme, as set out 
in: the bill which the house democrats 
have in preparation, calls first for the 
pacification of the islands. This must be 
absolute. Then it provides the machinery 
for a temporary government as largely as 
possible native and makes the framework 
for a Philippines republic as something to 
be attained in the future. 

Must Demonstrate Ability. 

Under the democratic plan, as outlined 
by and advocated by the majority of 
democratic senators and representatives, 
the Filipinos must fully demonstrate their 
ability to administer that government. 
When this is done to the satisfaction of 
the American congress, the American 
protectorate will be withdrawn, if this is 
desired. by the island governnient, and 
the Phflippine republic will become a 
full-fledged, independent nation, but not 
unfl! then. 

All hands agree that there must first 
be peace, and all desire that there may be 
a better understanding. At one point 
in. his.testimony Governor Taft said that 


talk for the Filipinos made them dissatis-: 
-fied, at another he deprecatéd talk against 


them for the same reason. Talk there is 
bound to be, hawever. 
Gavernor Taft believes that a declafa- 


tion by congress that the United States 


- ~-$ntends holding the jslands indefinitely 


wil] contribute to quiet.and understand- 
ing; the men who advocate the other 
policy believe that a promise of ulti- 
mate independence will bring about peace 
complete understanding. 

The two camps are working toward the 
game end in that respect; which promise 
would be most effective is simply a matter 
for academical discussion or guesswork. 

| The Dividing Line. 

Strip the situation of all outside issues 
therefore, and giving al! elements credit 
for sincerity in the support of the poll- 
Gies they advocate, and we get back to 
the real dividing line—‘‘permanent or in- 
definite retention,’’ or ‘‘ultimate § inde- 
pendence.”” If this congress sets forth 
the views of the majority In any manner, 
there can be no question what these will 
He, no matter how they may be clouded 
Congress, with its republican 
majorities tr senate and house, will de- 
clare for permanent or indefinite rpeten- 
tion. —_

COVERED BY CONSTITUTION. 


Attorney General Holds That Tui- 
tuila Is Domestic Territory. 

_ Wash{ngton, February 20.—The secre- 
tary of the treasury has received from 
the attorney general an opinion on the 
question of whether merchandise shipped 
from Pago-Pago, Tuituila, is entitled to 
free entry to the United States in view 
of the ¢onvéntion concluded by the United 
Stated Guat Britain and Germany on 
December 2, 1899. 

The attorney general holds fhat Tuituila 
ig domestic territory of the United States 
and that our tariff laws imposing duties 
upon goods from foreign countries ‘are 
not applicable to goods arriving from 
Pago-Pago.”

Reciprocity Plan Considered by Ways 
and Means Republicans.

Washington, February 20.—The repub- 
lHcan members of the ways and means 
committee were in private conference for 
three hours this afternoon on, the subject 
of Cuban ‘feciprocity; and although the 
conference went over .without action un- 
til tomorrow the members found . them- 
selves for the first time “in possession 
of a proposition commanding considerable 
strength and understood to represent the 
attitude of the administration. 

This proposition was .brought: forward 
by Representative Long, of Kansas, and 
authorized the president, when Cuba was 
| prepdred to grant 40:per cent reduction 
‘in duties on United States exports to 
the island, to grant to Cuba a similar 
reduction of 40 per cent on all the prod- 
ucts of the island coming to the United 
States. 

Mr. Long’s proposition drew out extend- 
ed discussion, in which Mr, Payne, the 
chairman, and Mr. McCall, indicated a 
disposition to support it. 

It is understood that the issue is likely 
to be madé on this proposition, since it 
is believed to represent the concessions 
the administration says should be grant- 
ed on each side.

NOT RIGHT KIND 
OF CHRISTIANS 


Patterson Tells Senate if-Fili- 
pinos Were Protestants the 
War Would Cease. 


AMERICAN PROTESTANTS 
WOULD COERCE CONGRESS 


Nelscn, of Minnesota, Attacks Pat- 
terson for Dragging Sectarianism 
Into the Debate, and De- 
fends Policy of the 
Republicans. 


Washington, February 20.—With the ex- 
ception of a few minutes given to rou- 
tine business, the senate today devoted 
its entire session to the Philippine .ques- 
tion. Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, one of 
the minority members of the Phélippine 
cammittee, delivered his figst extended 
‘speech in the senate and was given a 
most attentive and careful hearing. He 
discussed principally the sedition laws 
enacted by the Philippine comméssion, 
vigorously attacking the authority of the 
commission to enact and enforce such 
taws. He maintained that congress alone 
had the power to put in force enactments 
of that character. 

He compared information furnished by 
the executive departments of the govern- 
ment with some of the statements of 
Governor Taft fn hés testimony before the 
Philippine committee with respect to the 
capabilities of the Philippine people, and 
delivered with some heat his belief that 
Governor Taft misrepresented the true 
situation in the islands for motives un- 
known. 

He asserted that if the 6,000,063 Chris- 
tlans in the Philippines were Protestant 


Christians, the cruelties practiced on them 
by. the American authorities would have 
to stop, as no member of congress would 
be able to withstand the wrath of the 
Methodists, Baptists and Presbyterians 
of this country. 

Mr. Patterson said that only four of the 
fifteen acts’ of the Philippine commission 
relating to conspiracy against the United 
States had any resemblance to the stat- 
utes of the T’nited States. The remainder, 
he held, were taken bodily from the 
statute of Spain, as enacted by the 
Spanish cortes. He declared, after 
analyzing the enactments, that no 
greater outrage could be _ = inflicted 
upon a people than the enforcement of 
the sedition laws enacted by the Philip- 
pine commission. 

Would Hear from Protestants. 
Mr. Patterson referred to the fact that 
6,000,000 of the people of the islands were 
Christians. ‘‘But,” he said, ‘‘they are 
not Protestant Christians. Senators may 
smile,” he said, “but I have it in my 
mind that if the 6,000,000 Filipino Chris- 
tians had learned their Christianity in 
the sanctuaires of the Methodist, Pres- 
byterian or Baptist church and were as 
well founded th the cardinal principles of 
Christianity as they are today, there 
would ‘be such an uprising of Methodist, 
Presbyterian and Baptist denominations 
dt the ertiel, uncénstitutional and relent- 
less treatment, of their people in the Phil- 
ippines that few members of congress 
supporting that policy would face their 
wrath. But the Filipinos are not Protest- 
ant Christians.” 

Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, followed with 
a legal argument dealing with various 
phases of the Philippine question. He 
took Mr. Patterson sharply to task for 
interjecting sectarianism into the discus- 
sion. It had remained for Mr. Patterson, 
too,. he said, to declare that the sending 
of American teachers to the Philippines 
to teach the Filipino youth that the Eng- 
lich language was an act of tyranny and 
despotism. The foreign-born people of the 
northwest, he said, might as well] insist 
that it was tyranny and despotism to be 
afforded the opportunity of sending their 
children to the public schools. 

Jury Trial Not Constitutional Right. 
In an extended constitutional argument 
Mr. Nelson maintafned that the right of 
a trial by jury was not necessarily a con- 
stitutional right. Mr. Nelson said the 
argument of the minority was based on 
an entire misapprehension of the physical 
and legal situation in the Phi*ppines. The 
United States government was now in

the Philippine islands precisely as it was 


| in California from 1846 to 1850. The gov- 


ernment was holding these islands not 
by legislative enactment, but by the exec- 
utive powers of the government. The 
president had the right to govern those 
islands until such time as the congress 
should provide for their control. 

“We are there,’’ he said, “and I want 
to tell senators on the other side that the 
people of this country (whatever ese 
they may do) will never consent to aban- 
don those islands. When did it come to 
pass,”” he demanded impulsively, ‘that 
the American people became a set of ty- 
rants? When did it come to pass that 
the American soldiers beeame  Bashi- 
Basouks over those islands? It is a 
slander upon the American nation. I take 
it that no senator will say tMat the 
American people are not capable and 
willing to do more for the infiabitants of 
the Phitéppines than any other natton on 
earth.’’ 

Mr. McCumber, of North Dakota, sup- 
ported the administration’s policy on the 
Philippine question. He did not think 
that congress had the moral right to bind 
the hands of the American people of the 
future by prematurely pledging them 
to any particular course. 

The senate then, at 5:15 p. m., went into 
executive session and soon ‘after ad- 
journed. 

More Evidence from Taft. 

Before the senat: Philippine committee 
today Governor Waft said the interven- 
tion vf the United States in the Philip- 
pines was the best thing that could 
happen for the Filipinos, but that ® would 
have been better for our. own country if 
ve had not gone there, and added: 

“If the result in the end proves to be 
in the interest of the general welfare. 
then we can possilly justify ourselves on 
the grcund that we have only taken our 
share cf the burden of Civilization in 
bringing out an uncivilized people.” 

“Do you believe that what we are now 
doing in the Philippines is best for the 
F'ilipincs and for the people of the United 
St: es as well?’ asked Senator Allison. 

do,"” said Governor Taft. “‘We are 
pursuirg there the only course open to 
us, and it was absolutely impossible for 
us to pursue any other course than the 
cne we did pursue and are pursuing there. 
If the senators on the other side of the 
table (referring to the democratic’: mem- 
of the committee) had been there 
they could not have dene differently, and 
when their party comes into power, if it 
should do so, they cannot do anything, 
but go ahesd.” 

Senatcr Cuiberson: “If a safe and hon- 
crable opening for withdrawing from the 
islands sheuld present itseif, do you think 
the, United States should avail itself’ of* 


Governor Waft: ‘The question asgumes 
that there might be such an opening: I 
don’t think there will be, and I say no. 
Possessed, as I hetieve that I am, of the 
missionary spirit, I think that we should 
continue our works in those islands now 
that we are there, and there is no likeli- 
hood of finding honorable way out.’’

Asserts It is Cruel To Educate the 
Indian Children and Beturn 
Them’ to Savagery — Im- 


morality Charge To Be 
Probed. 
Washington, February. 20.—The house 


spent the-day working’on fhe Indian ap- 
propriation. bill. Forty-two: of.the sixty-' 
two pages were disposed of.-. Several 
amendments were adopted, none, how- 
ever, of much moment. The.appropriation 
for the preliminary work on.the reser- 
voir for.the Gila river valley went ‘out on 
a point of order. Mr. Smith, of Arizona, 
offered an amendment to strike out the 
appropriation for the Carlisle school, and 
it became the text for a general on- 
slaught upon the practice of educating 
Indians in eastern schools. But the 
amendment was defeated. 

Just before the close of the session, Mr. 
Fitzgerald, of New York, made.an at- 
tack upon the superintendent of the school 
at Mount Pleasant, Mich., who, he said, 
was charged with permitting the de- 
bauching of Indian girls. Mr. Sherman, 
chairman of the Indian committee, prom- 
ised to make an investigation at the In- 
dian office tomorrow. 

Mr.. Smith, the delegate from Arizona, 
in-moving to strike out the appropriation 
for the Carlisle Indian school, declared 
that experfence showed these schools, dis- 
tant from Indian reservations, had done 
more harm than good. He insisted that 
the Indlan should be educated in the en- 
vironment in which he must live. Philos- 
ophy, mathematics and geometry taught 
the Indians nothing. 

Educated in Prison. 

They should be taught husbandry at 

home. He said the best education pos- 


Carlos reservation had been obtained by 
serving four years {fh the penitentiary. 
He had been taught discipline. 

Mr. Cannon, of I}inois, joined with Mr. 
Smith in opposing the eastern schools. 
He declared that it was the height of 
cruelty to educate the Indians and then 
send them back to savagery. “It be- 
comes a matter of pride with the tribe,” 
said he, ‘‘to force the young man again 
to put on the blanket and to. drive the 
young woman into prostitution.”’ 

Mr. Sherman opposed the amendment, 
reading from the report‘of the commis- 
sionér of Indian affairs the statement 
that education on the reservation was not 
productive of, advancement and .that edu- 
cation far from the influence of fhe tribes 
mee more than met the Nighest expecta- 
tons. 

After some further discussion by Mr, 
Lacey, of Iowa, against and -by Mr..Fitz- 
gerald, of New York, ond Mr. Morrell, of 
Pennsylvania, in support of the Smith 
amendment, it was lost. 

Indian Girls Ruined. 

Mr. Bell, of Colorado, offered an amend- 

ment to appropriate $54,000 for the Indian 


school at Grand Junction, Colo. It was 
adopted. 
Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, created 


no part of the appropriation for the In- 
dian school at Mount Pleasant, Mich., 
should be used to pay the present super- 
intendent, who, he said, had been charged 
with permitting the debauching of Indi#an 
girls. 
Mr. Sherman declared that if the su- 
tices charged, the civil service law wou 
not protect htm and that if évidence were 
produced to justify the charges, the com- 
missioner of Indian affairs would dis- 
miss him instantly. He proposed that 
Mr. Fitzgérald go with him to the Indian 
office tomorrow and investigate the whole 
matter.

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RATHBONE TO GET OFF EASY 


Most ‘Serious Charge Against Him 
Has Been Withdrawn. 


SENTENCE FOR SIX MONTHS 


That Seems To Be About the Limit 
for Which the Fiscal 
,Contends. 


Havana, February 20.—The fiscal began 
summing up for the prosecution today 
in the cases of the Cuban postal fraud. 

He withdrew all the charges against 
the two Cuban stamp clerks, Moyaya and 
Mascara.

Mr. Marconi complained that obstruc 
tions were thrown in his way on this side 
of the Atlantic in marked contrast with 
the generous encouragement which he 
had received from the government anil 
press of the United States and Canada. 

Mr. Marconi said that on the recent ar- 
rival of an American Hner upward of 
8,000 words were received within sixteen 
hours. The transmission of this number 
of words daily across the Atlantic would 
represent an annual income of £73,000 for 
each pair of stations. The ccmpany, in 
the first instance, was proceeding to in- 
stall two pairs of staticns. 


Wireless Stations for Germany. 

Berlin, February 20.—The navy depart- 
rent has decided to establish a chain of 
wireless telegraph stations along the en- 
tire German coast. For the last few days 
trials have been conducted at Kiel to de- 
termine whether the department shall 
use the Braun system or the Slaby-Arco 
system.

Major C. W. M. Feilden and 
Captain E. Ussher were severely wound- 
ed, two men were killed, six were wound- 
ed and forty-six were captured, 

The news was received this morning 
from Lord Kitchener, in a dispatch dated 
Pretoria, Wednesday, February 19. 

The Scots Grays formed part of Gen- 
eral Gilbert Hamilton’s ‘column. The lat- 
ter, while moving on Nigel, February 18, 
engaged a force of Boers at Klip Dam. 
The Scots Grays became detached, were 
surrounded and cut off. General Hamil- 
ton was unable to dislodge the Boers from 
their position, so he continued his march 
toward Nigel. The Boers released the 
Scots Grays, who had been made pris- 
oners. 

But They Claim War Is Over. 

London, February 20.—In a _ dispatch 
from Pretoria the correspondent of The 
Times says there is no doubt the Boers 
in the eastern Transvaal colony’ are 
greatly demoralized and that they are 
se hare pressed that many are reluctant 
to continue the struggie. In an intercept- 
ed ‘etter from General Piet Viljoen to Mr. 
Schalkburger, the writer urges the latter 
to do something to counteract the spirit 
of surrender among the Boers. It is 
rumored that General Botha and .Mr.

Rome, February 20.—The pope today en- 
tered on the twenty-fifth year of his pon- 
tificate. Although the main celebration 
of the jubilee is postponed until March 
8, when the combined festivals of the 
jubilee and coronation will be observed, 
today was marked by the singing of a 
Te Deum in St. Peters and other ob- 
servances. The pontiff was the recipient 
of congratulations from all sides. 

The singing of the Te Deum in St. Pe- 
ters was the most impressive service in 
years. It was conducted by Cardinal 
Rampolla in the presence of twenty-four 
cardinals and forty bishops. The pontifi- 
cal noble guard was present in full dress 
umforms worn for the first time today 
since 1870. Three hundred representatives 
of Catholic associations, fhe Italian and 
foreign representatives of the religious 
orders and 20,000 spectators also listened 
to the service. 

At the conclusion of the Te Deum the 
pope appeared at a window of his apart- 
ments and watched the crowd disperse. 
He was saluted by the waving of hats 
and handkerchiefs.

The car situation shows little improve- 
ment, and has caused a reduction of at 
least one-third the output throughout 
this entire section. For all that the rail- 
roads claim to be making every effort 
possible, there appears no relief in sight. 

The demand for car material is especial- 
ly heavy, while all grades of dressed stuff 
are moving nicely. 

Considerable discussion was had on re- 
cent ruling of roads requiring cars un- 
loaded within five daye from their de- 
livery at ports and a committee of five 
will be appointed by the president to at- 
tend to bringing the test case before 
the Georgia railroad commission in At- 
lanta February 28. This committee will 
be empowered to take such action as 
they deem necessary.

the construction of a $50,000 Plant at this

Macon, Ga., February 20.—(Special.—The 
fair committee of the State Agricultural 
Society and a committee representing the 
Valdosta, Exposition Company, held 4 
meeting in this city today and arranged 
the details for the state fair to be held 
at Valdosta this fall. 

T. G. Cranford, president of the Val- 
dosta Exposition Company, represented 
that organization, and he came to Macon 
instructed by the board of trade of that 
plucky little city to agree to any terms 
that the committee of the State Agricul- 
tural Society thought proper to suggest 
or impose. Mr. Cranford said the town 
was determined to have the greatest fair 
ever held in the state south of Atlanta. 

Hon. Dudley M. Hughes and Hon. Mar- 
tin V. Calvin represented the State Agri- 
cultural Society. The gentlemen went 
into secret session about 11:30 o'clock, and 
were closeted for more than two hours 
arranging the details. When they came 
out each expressed himself as being wel 
pleased with what had taken place and 
announced that Valdosta would do all that 
could be expected to make the fair a big 
success. 

The List of Premiums. 

It is announced that the state fair 
will be held at Valdosta from October 29 
to November 8 inclusive, and during that 
period it is said that Valdosta will show 
the people of the state a real old-fashioned 
State fair. The premium list agreed upon 
is as follows: ra 

Best agricultura] exhibit, $1,200. 

Second best agricultural exhibit, $800. 

Third best agricultural exhibit, | $300. 

Fourth best agricultural exhibit, $200. 

In addition to the above premiums, it is 
announced that the ten counties of the 
State displaying the best ten individual 
exhibits, will each receive $150. The next 
ten with best exhibits will get $100 each. 
A premium of $100 is also offered for the 
best exhibit of farm products raised on 
a one-@orse farm. Also $60 will be paid 
to the next best exhibit from a one-horse 
farm. >

dosta Exposition Company, said tonight: 
“We have agreed to pay large premiums, 
the largest, J] believe, that have ever been 
offered for similar exhibits, and I am 
sure this will bring out the finest exhibits 
from all parts of the state.

WIND STORM RAZES FACTORY. 


BUILDING IN- VALDOSTA IS DE- 
| MOLISHED BY A GALE: 


Planing Mill at Marchman Is De- 
stroyed by Fire, Loss 
Being $5,000. 


Vaidosta, Ga. February 20.—(Special.) 
During a severe gale heré this morning 
the large buggy factory of the Roberts- 
Cranford-Dasher Company was complete- 
ly demolished. 

The wreck of the buikding was caused 
by the heavy wind and by the frail char- 
acter of the structure, which was four 
stories high and 156 feet long. It was 
buift but recently and the factory had 
been in operation only a few months.

No one was hurt in the crash, though 
the collapse occurred just fift@en minutes 
before the thirty workmen were to have 
gone {nto the huilding to take up thelr 
day’s work.

The Kroonland is the largest vessel thus 
far bullt in the United States and the 
third of the quartet of twin-screw vessels 
constructed for the International Navi- 
gation Company's New York-Antwerp 
service.

Was Pastor of First Methodist

North Carolina Grieves Over Loss of 
Valued Citizen. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 20.—(Special.) 
The national and state flags on the capr 
tof are at half staff and the building is 
draped in mourning for General Thomas 
Fentress Toon, the late superintendent 
of public dnstruction. 

General Toon served most of the war 
as colonel of the Twentieth regiment, 
North Carolina troops, but May 4l, 1864, 
received what was known as a temporary 
appointment as brigadier general under 
an act of congress. After serving some 
months as a brigadier he was again com- 
thissioned colonel of his old regiment. 

Three months ago today he left his of- 
fice for the last ttme to accompany Gov- 
ernor Aycock on an educational tour 
in the northeastern counties. A little 
while before he left he said to his sec- 
retary: 

‘] dread this trip and wish there was 
any way to avoid taking it.’’ 

He appegred to feel a premonition of 
trouble, and so said. He spoke at Wash- 
ington and afterwards sat én a draft and 
caught cold, which, in forty-eight hours, 
developed into pneumonia, which later at- 
tacked both lungs. For days his life was 
despaired of. 

He récovered from the pneumonia, was 
out riding. last Friday and by the ena ef 
the week was expected to fully resume 
office work. Yesterday after breakfast 
he complained of acute indigestion, but 
a physician who was ca™od quickly re- 
f‘ieved him. He then sail he would lie 
down a little while. The moment he did 
so his face turned purple and in another 
moment he was dead. 

General Toon was a brave soldier and 
was five times wounded in battle, twice 
seriously.

MANY ATTEND CONFERENCE. 
TUSKEGEE MEETING OF NE- 
GROES LARGELY ATTENDED. 
Declarations Are Adopted Claimed 


To Be Foundation and Growth 
of Race. 


Tuskegee, Ala., February 20.—The Tus- 
kegee negro conference in session here fs 
the largest and most successful gather- 
ing in the history, of the movement, both 
as regards the number of negro farmers 
here and prominent educators from @1l 
parts of the south. 

George Foster Peabody, the New York 
millionaire and philanthropist, is also in 
attendance. 

The conference today adopted declara- 
tions in’ which it states that ownership 
and proper cultivation of the soils, free- 
dom from mortgaging lands, crops and 
stock raising for food supplies at home, 
keeping out of the large cities. north and 
south, prompt and willing payment of all 
taxes, keeping out of the courts, avoid- 
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ing all forms of extravagance, keeping the 
young people off the streets and from 
public lounging places, starting a bafk 
account, holding farmers’ institutes and 
agricultural fairs, are the foundation and 
growth of the negro race. The strength- 
ening of the public schools is also ad- 
vocated. The declarations further say: 

“We must not overlook the fact that 
we depend largely for our living upon 
the common occupations that are about 
our doors, domestic, mechanical and agri- 
cultural. Since, at present especially in 
the south, the occupations are open to us 
we should give careful attention to fitting 
our youth for these callings. We advise 
the teaching of agriculture in the public 
schools. 

“In the promotion of every needed good, 
we pledge our most hearty cooperation 
with our white friends, north and south.”

This prevailing misapprehension has 
finally induced the Northern Presby- 
terian general assembly to take up 
the subject of creed revision, but as 
yet no movement of this kind has 
been seriously contemplated in the 
south. 

Last week the creed revision com- 
mittee of the Northern Presbyterian 
church formally agreed upon the 
changes to be submitted to the next 
general assembly and it will be noted 
with interest that the changes made 
are in the nature of explanatory rath- 
er than alternative amendments. On 
the subject of infant salvation the 
committee suggests that the wording 
of the Confessian of Faith be sup- 
plemented with the declaration that 
“all those dying in infancy are in- 
cluded in the election of grace.” Al- 
though several other changes were 
agreed upon they are not calculated 
to modify any of the essential affirma- 
tions of the Confession of Faith or to 
weaken the intensity of the creed as 
originally drawn up by the Westmin- 
ster assembly more than two hundred 
and fifty years ago. 

Despite the misconceptions which 
have been so prevalent in-regard to 
the doctrines of Presbyterianism, the 
Statistical records show that the 
growth of this historic church, not 
only inthe United States, but through- 
out the world, has been unbroken and 
continuous, and that today, as ever, 
it stands unalterably upon the ortho- 
dox teachings of the sacred scrip- 
tures.

Concerning Things Here, There 
And Elsewhere. 


Trolley Development in Massachu- 
setts. 

Though Massachusetts ig somewhat 
ahead of the average state in the spirit 
of industrial enterprise, the annual report 
of the state board of railway commission- 
ers of Massachusetts will serve to thray 
some light upon the extent to which elec- 
tricity is being applied as a motive power. 

Massachusetts had in 1888 only 539 mies 
of street railways. She now has 2,177 
miles, and last year’s addition of 263 miles 
was nearly half the total mileage of the 
€arlier date. Moreover, these figures fail 
at first sight to indicate the full import 
of the change. There is a new means of 
trausit wuich has brought to rural com- 
munities the transportation facilities of a

1901. 

Tuday the mileage of the street cars 
xceeds the mileage of the steam cars, 
ang a comparison of the gain in travel 
is very significant. For the years na:ned

The figures have been more than trebled 
since 1888, while the increase on the 
steam railroads has been from 89,600,000 
to 108,758,528 only. It will be observed 
that there was a large increase in the 
street railways soon after the introduc- 
tion of electricity in 1889, but also that 
the increase is still proceeding at a tre- 
mendous rate, that of last year amount- 
ing to between one-fourth and one-third 
of the total patronage of 1888. 

Manifestly a great social and industrial 
revolution is going on under the stimulus 
of the railroad system that is bringing 
town and country together and conferring 
countless direct and indirect benefits upon 
the people. And the patronage is not the 
only eyidence that might be cited to 
prove the point. Labor has participated 
in the industrial movement and is one of 
its most conspicuous beneficiaries. The 
number of railway employees was 5,531 
In 1888, 7,185 fn 1892, 12,766 in 1900 and 14,749 
in 1901. In the same period labor has 
united with capital in increasing the aum- 
ber of cars used from 2,688 to 6,997.

A start might be made on a small 
scale and gradualHy worked up to something 
bigger. With an experiment station for lower 


in discovering suitable fruit trees for the sec- 
tion, besides other money crops; but, lacking 
such a stetion, the farmers should do some 
experimenting on Bawa B- own hook.

“You wiil recall,” continued Judge Mad- 
dox, ‘that when. Director Merriam was 
asked at the last session whether he couid 
furnish such statistics, he said that ho 
did not have them, because the legisla- 
tion creating the census bureau did not 
provide for such statistics being gather- 
ed. With a permanent census bureau 
subject to the will.of congress, there will 
be nothing in the way of the republicans 
getting hold of any statistics they may 
desire cn this or any other line, and they 
ure just as certain to utilize the bureau 
for that purpose .as they are to draw 
their’ salaries as congressmen. I voted 
against the census bill for severa] rea- 
scns, that among others. I do not care 
to criticise any of my colleagues who 
voted for the bill, but I do not hesitate 
to say that they have, perhaps, without 
consideration, placed in the hands of the 
republicans a club with which to injure 
the south.”’

All of these, except the Italian ambas- 
sador, has in the past maintained a more 
or less costly establishment and each has 
done his share of entertaining. The pred- 
ecessor of the present ambassador, Lar- 
on Fava, was a noted if not notorieus 
exception to the rule. He might. be said 
to have almost transacted his business 
under his hat. He kept very moest 
quarters in a house in the fashionable 
section of Washington, and for a time, 
it is said, had the embassy headquarte 
ever a grocery store. He took no part i 
the social Mfe. It hag beep said of him, 
and it is probably true, that when he 


went to New York, which was quite of-

United States Marshal W. H. Johnson 
was seen at his office by a reporter yes- 
terday.

RIVERS CORED 
BY ICE MASSES 


Situation at Pitlsburg Is One 
of Extreme Danger 


Sleet Storm and Moderating Weather 
Promises Fo Result in One of 
the Greatest Floods in the 
History of That Sec- 
tion. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Februery 20.—A_ sleet 
storm tonight, with rapidly moderating 
weather and two days of rain predicted 
by the government weather office, prom- 
ises to bring about the conditions feared 
for ‘weeks past by river men ard citizens 
generally. The great danger apprehend- 
ed is from the immense gorges of. ice in 
the Allegheny and Monongahela rivers, 
The obstructions are of the most serious 
character, and liable to do almost incal- 
culable damage to river craft moored be- 
tween this point anc Whecling, and 
should the moderite weathe$ and rains 
bring down with the ice the heavy snows 
from up-river points, the flood which will 
result is likely to be a record breaker. 

The gorge in the Allegheny extends al- 
most withovft a break from Pittsburg 
fully 70 miles up the river, and varies in 
thickness from 5 to 16 feet. The ice is 
frozen to the bottom of the river in many 
places, and is dan ming the water, with 
the result that the river is rising above 
the gorge, ond this fact points out that 
when the first rise comes the water will 
be dammed back until the valley along 
the river wculd be flooded, which would 
do a di.mage not to be computed in 
money. 


The gorge in the Monongahela is not 
feared so much, because the numerous 
dams along its length wiil serve to break 
the ice and make it less dangerous than 
the Allegheny. 

The situation was; made worse today by 
the formation of a gorge in the Youghoi- 
gheny «at Versalles and other points about 
McKeesport, which threatens the barges 
removed from the Allegheny to the Mon- 
ongahela and the other boats and barges 
moored at the pools below McKeesport. 

The coal companies are taking every 
}recaution fer the protection of their 
property along the rivers, and all resi- 
dents in th: low lands and valleys are 
making ready for the expected flood. 

The river trom Wheeling to Parkers- 
burg is gorged almost solid. and the 
river men fear this almost as much as 
they do the gorge in the Allegheny, for 
the reason that many bwats are frozen to 
the bank at various places, and these 
have ro way to protect themselves or 
their tows from the ice when it breaks. 
It is feared that in addition to losing their 
tows, many of the boats themselves will 
be lost on account of the heavy ice,

The acute interest manifested 
in this company by all epeculators, and, in- 
deed, all tholders of securities, was vividly 
demonstrated by the effect in the stock mar- 
ket, and was the more notable since Great 


ing listed on the stock exchange which is ee 
rectly included in the securities company. Yet 
the —— market fell away sharply under 
heavy jiquidation, with only a few unimpor- 
tant exceptions. The stock of the transcon- 
tinental- companies were naturally most at- 
fected, as the formation of the Northern 5e- 
curities Company represented an effort to har- 
monize conflicting interests in that fleld.

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ROADS. NOTIFIED 
BY COV. CANDLER 


Informed of Action taken ook 
ing To Preparing Depot Plans 


Belief Expressed That Assent of 
Roads to State’s Proposal Is Un- 
likely — Railroad People 
More Conversant with 
the Situation. 


Governor Candler yesterday wrote fet- 
ters to all the executive officers of the 
railroads entering Atlanta informing 
them of the action of the depot commit- 
tee in deciding to employ a competent 
architect of national reputation to pre- 
pare ground plans for a depot on the 
state’s property. 

Copies of the resolution as published 
in yesterday’s Constitution were sent to 
all the railroad authorities, so that they 
will be officially informed of just what 
is proposed. 

Governor Candler also sent letters to 
half a dozen prominent architects in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, men who are 
specially skilled in this line of work to 
be done, asking them to submit proposals 
for preparing the plans Aesired. The 
chief difficulty in th“s respect is the lack 
of an appropriation for this work, be- 
cause the appropriation for building the 
depot is not available until July, 1903. The 
chances are, therefore, that it will have 
to be done somewhat on faith in the Geor- 
gia legislature. 

It is: the intention of the goverfior, as 
soon as replies to these letters are re- 
ceived, to call the depot committee: in 
session, and employ an architect to do 
the work required. The plams to be pre- 
pared are only preliminary plans, and 
their object will be simply to show 
whether there Is room enough on the 
state’s property for the number of tracks 
that will be required in a union passen- 
ger stafton. The railroad people did not 
furnish any idea of the number of tracks 
they would need, nor did they give any 
idea of what they would want, but left 
all of the details to the committee. 

When these plans are prepared, which 
it is hoped to have done about April 1, 
or very soon thereafter, the railroad offi- 
cials will be notified and another confer- 
ence will be held. 

The Impression Made. 

The Impression made by the conference 
between the railroads and the depot com- 
mittee was that the chances for a new 
union depot on the state’s property are 
very slim. 

“It demonstrated to me very clearly,” 
a prominent official said, ‘‘that two of the 
railroads at least are opposed to going 
into a new depot on the state’s property, 
and it does not seem to me probable that 
a new depot will be built there under the 
present bill. As Mr: Speticer sald, the 
only thing that causes thie railroads to 
consider the matter at all is that the 
proposition came from. the state.. I am 
satisfied that the Southern would prefer 
to bull€é a depot of its own and have the 
other railroads, including the state road, 
for its tenants, than remain in a depot 
owned by the state. I believe it ¢s the 
dese of the Southern to control the sit- 
uation. | 

“Why, if Mr. Spencer and Major Han- 
son are so certain that the site is too 
small for a depot, ‘how can they be con- 
vinced to the contrary? Certainly they 
know more about the situation than any- 
body else, having given it personal study 
for several years, and having had it 
carefully investigated by their engineers. 
Railroads usually employ the best of en- 
gineers, hence they are in a position to be 
fully informed of the situation. I am at 
a loss to know, therefore, how it will be 
possible to show them they are mistaken. 
If any engineer succeeds in doing it, I 
believe he will accomplish something 
wonderful.”’ 

This appears to express the general 
sentiment as the result of the conference, 
though with some there is yet the hope 
that the matter may be worked out all 
right,

Miles & Bradt were the contractors for 
the new governmétnt building im Savan- 
nah, and they were s2eking to recover 
for extra work done on the structure 
The original contract entered into by the 
contractors and the government specified 
that the building should be constructed 
of brick and terracotta. “Jater, congress 
made an extra appropriation so that the 
building could be Constructed of marble, 
thus displacing the brick and terra cotta. 

The contractors submitted two bids, ona 
to cover the first Man and also an alter- 
native bid. The plans included a number 
of iron beams ard girders to be placed fn 
the bui'ding, and these Miles & Bradt 
claimed were unnecessary, ‘they were re- 
quired to comply wath the plans, however, 
end it was for that work they brought 
suit. Wnder an act of cdngress, such 
claims are te be decided by the judge of 
the circuit or district courts, and the 
case was accordingly argued before Judge 
Newniin. 

Assistant United States District Attor- 
rey George L. Bell represented the gov- 
ernment, and Attorneys Frazier & Hynds 
and Dorsey, Brewster & Howell repre- 
sented the contractors. 


FEW MAKING TAX RETURNS. 


City Assessors Complain That “Prop- 

, erty Owners Are 

Dilatory. 

Only about twenty-four days now re- 
main in which city :property owners will 
have an opportunity of making tax re- 
turns.

The dam- 
ages might aggregate scmethirg like $75,- 
«). I think a committee should be ap- 
pointed to confer with the property own- 
ers to ascertain if damages would be de- 
manded.”’ 

“Friend Key ticnks,” said Councilman 
Howell, “that because the reads acqui- 
esced so quickly, that they were making a 
great bargain with the city. This, how- 
ever, is not the case. We have gone into 
this matter cautiously and with a thor- 
ough Knowledge of the situation. The 
commission was fortunate to find that 
Mr. Sam Inman, a director of the Central, 
was in the city, and he went over the 
whole matter. He said it was fair that 
the rédads shculd bear one-half the ex- 
pense of the viaduct. The roads are will- 
ing to pay ene-half and the structure will 
span but 200 feet of their property, while 
the viaduct is to be more than 600 feet in 
lergth. 

“If we waited to get a waive of dam- 
ages from every property. owner along 
the line of the viaduct, the bridge would 
not be erected this century. I cannot see 
how any one will be damaged; in fact 
property on Peters street after the via- 
duct is built will, I venture to predict, 
increase 5) per cent in value.’’ 

Alderman LaHatte was of the opinion 
that the railroads, if any one, would be 
damaged on account of the viaduct, and 
they had not only incorporated a waiver 
of damage in the agreement, but had also 
Offered to contribute one-half of the cost 
of building the bridge. He considered it 
the very best agreement the city had ever 
made. Councilman Beck agreed that, 
next to the depots the Peters street via- 
duct was the most important work to be 
done in Atlanta. He thought, however, 
that before final action was taken, coun- 
cfl ought to know exactly what the bridge 
was going to cost. 

To this Councilman Howell stated the 
matter had not been done in a hap-haz- 
ard manner, but that the city engineer 
had been consulted frequently. He sald 
Captain Clayton had even made a prelimi- 
nary survey and had plans in his office of 
a viaduct which would not cost more than 
$75,000 according to the city engineer's 
own figures. Captain Clayton, he said, 
admitted the work might be done for @ 
less sum. 

Atkinson May Contribute. 

(Puncilman Kontz, chairman of the 
finance committee, suggested that the 
plan contemplated an expenditure of an 
additional $15,000 and he did not know 
from what source the money wWas to 
He said he favored the viaduct. 
Captain Howell explained that the extra 
amount to make up the city’s share of the 
cost could be taken from the money to be 
received next February from the grogs 
receipts of the consolidated public utility 
corporations. Mr. Kontz wanted to knéw 
what assurance the city had that the 
roads would pay the additional part of 
the excess of $70.000. 

“I'll go security,”’ said Captain Howell, 
“that the roads will pay their share.’’ 

“But we haven't anythiug to sue them 
on,”’ insisted Mr. Kontz. 

“Then sue me,”’ declared Captain How- 
ell. quick as a flash, and a genéral laugh 
followed this sally. 

Mr. Howell asserted it was generally 
understood that Mr. Atkinson was partial- 
ly pledged to help build the Peters streed 
viaduct, and that it was also understood 
the street railway company wanted to put 
a line on Peters street sO as to run its 
East Point cars over that route.
